REMARKS 



Applicants, by the amendments presented above, have made a concerted effort to 
present claims which more clearly define over the prior art of record, and thus to place this 
case in condition for allowance. Currently, claims 1-4 and 6-10 are pending. Claims 5 and 
10-13 have been canceled. Applicants reserve the right to file a continuation application on 
the subject matter of claims 10-13. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations previously found in claim 5 
which the Examiner indicated to be allowable. Therefore, Applicants submit that claim 1 is 
allowable. The remaining claims are dependent upon claim 1 . Therefore, Applicant submits 
that claims 1-4 and 6-10 are also allowable. 

Applicants have amended the Abstract to remove "disclosed". The Abstract is also 
presented on a separate page. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended during the interview on 
April 19, 2004. During the interview, the Examiner more fully explained her position on the 
Faithfull reference and Applicants requested the Examiner's preliminary opinion on claim 
language. No agreement as to claim language was reached.
